Tt is 1,500 miles from the coast of 
Labrador. 

The coastline of Iceland is 3,730 
miles longg. Owing to the rigors 
of its climate, only about one-quar- 
ter of its 40,437 square miles is in- 
habited by its population, which 
totals a little more than 100,000. 


LEGISLATIVE POWER 


It was in 1918 that Denmark re- 
cognized Iceland as a sovereign 
state, united with it under the rule 
of the Danish king. The legislative 
power rests with the Althing, old- 
est parliamentary assembly in the 
world, having existed for more 
than 1,000 years. The Althing has 
14 members in the Upper House 
and 28 in the Lower House. 

: While according to the act of 
union there are no real joint af- 
fairs between Denmark and Ice- 
land, the former country, provi- 
sionally until 1940, is in charge 
of the foreign affairs of Iceland as 
its mandatory.

Memel, made it plain it did not 
expect any help from the signa- 
tories of the Memel convention, 
This convention was signed May 
8, 1924, by Lithuania, Great Bri- 
tain, France, Italy and Japan.

Calgary City 1938 
Surplus Is $93,499 


CALGARY, March 22—The city 
of Calgary closed out its 1938 gen- 
eral account Tuesday with a surplus 
of $93,399 after allowing for a street 
railway deficit of $58.554. At the 
end of 1937 the surplus totalled 
$87,902. 

Revenues were $48,743 in excess 
of estimated revenue and expendi- 
tures were $38,853 less than Antici- 
pated costs for 1938. Saving of $29,- 
558 in the relief department and 
tax penalties of $34,949 in excess of 
estimated collections provided the 
chief surplus factors.

A 
resolution to this effect, moved 
by J. W. Hugill, K.C., tndepend- 
ent, Calgary, was approved by 
the house. 

The resolution also advocated 
approval of the house for inquiry 
into any other matters arising out 
of the activities of the board and 
the executive council insofar as the 
board was concerned. 

In moving his motion, Mr. Hu- 
gill pointed out that he was not 
making any charge. | 

Hon. Solon E. Low, provincial

In his statement to parliament Mon- 
day on the international situation, Prime 
Minister King was temperate in lan- 
guage. Like the address of Mr. Chamber- 
lain on Friday, it was the statement of a. 
man surprised and bewildered by the 
treachery of Hitler, concerned .as_ to 
whether the events of last week are the 
beginning of another drive for world 
power, and anxious to know how the 
democratic nations can best act together 
to avert the implied menace—and in the 
event protect themselves against on- 
slaught. 

Little new information was given re- 
garding the Czech outrage, because there 
is little to give; the cruel facts are only 
too well known. No definite course of fu- 
ture action was recommended, because 
the Governments of Britain and France 
had not said what courses they intend to 
pursue. Parliament was assured the Gov- 
ernment would consult with these and 
other interested Governments and make 
known any decisions which may be 
reached. 

That is as far as the head of the Gov- | 
ernment of Canada could go in the cir- | 
cumstances. The response was what it 
should be. Leaders of all groups agreed 


in denouncing the destruction of Czecho- 
Slovakia, and seeing therein a threat to 
every other country within reach of Nazi 
power and too weak to defend itself. Par- 
liament in that reflected public opinion, 
beyond any doubt. 


Europe’s Substitute 


Figures published at Moscow show the 
peace-time strength of the Russian army 
to be 2,500,000 men, and their equipment | 
to include 9,000 war planes. In a Euro- 
pean country the unemployed surplus | 
are put in uniform and called a standing 
army. In Canada they go on the relief 
list. That is why European governments 
are able to boast they have no unemploy- 
ment problem. Canada would not have 
an unemployment problem either if it 
was located alongside potential enemies 
and had to keep scores of thousands of 
young and fit men toting rifles around 
the country, and other scores of thous- 
ands working on munitions. 

The population of Europe is about 47 
times that of Canada. If the Dominion 
had 90,000 men under arms and aS many | 
more making munitions for them there 
would be no fully employable men on re- 
lief in this Dominion. And the proportion 
under arms and in munitions plants in } 
Europe is far greater than that. Canada’s 
relief system costs a “heap” of money, but 
the European substitute is a lot more éx- 
pensive—to say nothing about it being 
more dangerous. 


One Point Overlooked 


An advocate of railway unification, 
who just happens to be a railway official, 
told a Vancouver audience that a particu- 
larly glaring piece of folly was the at- 
tempt to establish a port at Prince Ru- 
pert and the building of the Canadian 
National railway line to that point. 

Quite evidently this was folly if the 
idea is that central and northern British 
Columbia is not worth opening up and de- 
veloping, and that the northern and most 
productive prairie belt is not entitled to | 
an alternative outlet to the Pacific and 
oversea markets. And since no serious 
attempt has been made to bring about the 
development of which the country tra- 
versed is capable, and for which the rail- 
way was constructed, it has to be admit- 
ted that up to date the investment has 
been unproductive. 

But the question now is not whether 
the railway should be built; but whether, 
it having been built, the country should 
be developed or the railway torn up. Pre- 
sumably the unifiers would tear up the 
railway, since they have offered no pro- 
posal for creating the traffic it needs and 
which would justify both the construction 
of the railway and the creation of port 
facilities at Prince Rupert. 

How much is it proposed to pay as 
compensation to the people who have 
staked their money, time and interest in 
the territory the railway serves, and in 
the port? And to the railwaymen who 
now earn a living running trains over this 
long-neglected bur potentially profitable 
line? The unifiers ought to explain that 
item in their “economy” scheme. 
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Make an End of Them 


Parliament is to make another at- 
tempt to curb the rapacity of the “loan 
shark”. It has been doing that periodi- 
cally for many years, without success. It 
has failed because the only way to curb 
the rapacity of any kind of a shark is to 
kill it. That, exactly, is what parliament 
should do to the type of financial concern 
to which the name properly applies. 

A concern of that kind renders no 
useful or necessary service. It is purely 
parasitical. It preys upon those who have 
least and can least afford to be robbed. It 
has existed only by tolerance of the fic- 
tion that it was necessary; that the poor 
could not otherwise get loans when sick- 
ness, death in the family, or other emer- 
gency compelled them to borrow. 

If this is a fact, the condition ought to 
be faced and dealt with. There are credit 
institutions in the country, small and 
large, which deal fairly, honestly and hon- 
orably with their clients. The privilege of 
doing a loaning business should be re- 
served exclusively to those which do this. 
If necessary, some sort of public guaran- 
tee should be given these institutions 
against risk of loss they would run in 
making the loans for which distressed 
people now go to the “sharks”. 

As for the latter, the way to deal with 
them is plain and simple. Parliament 
should define usury; and then jail the 
usurers, whether they operate as indivi- 
duals or under cover of a company name.

Whatever comes of Hon. J. G. Gar- 
diner’s proposal to stop bonusing wheat 
on a bushel basis, the discussion has made 
western people more acutely conscious 
than they ever were before that their 
whole financial set-up rests upon the in- 
come of the farmer. 


An anti-Semitic campaign has been 
launched in what was Czecho-Slovakia. 
Nobody will be surprised to learn that, or 
will need explanations of the torture code 
employed to take their passessions away 
from the Jews. The world expects noth- 
ing better from Goebbels and Company. 

Officials of the provincial department 
of agriculture say grasshoppers will be 
bothersome over a larger section of the 
province next summer, but less destruc- 
tive in areas where they were most de- 
structive last year. This means the in- 
vaders will have to be fought on a wider 
front, and at greater expense. But the re- 
sults from last year’s control operations 
show they can be fought successfully.

Farm Problems 


C. W. Peterson in the Farm and Ranch Review 

Who or what is the enemy and destroyer of 
agriculture? We cannot fight back and protect 
ourselves until we answer that query. It is the 
mést important, preliminary question that faces 
us. Everybody lives on the farmer. Everybody 
wants the best deal for himself. Economic life 
is—always has been and always will be—war- 
fare without quarters. Everyone wants his 
“pound of flesh.” As a class we cannot in the 
long run escape paying legitimate tribute to 
those we do business with. That is only fair. 
Any class, however, which, directly or indirectly, 
exacts from the farmer or from Society more 
than legitimate tribute is our enemy. What is 
this class or classes? 

We cannot fairly say that industry is profit- 
eering at our expense. We can safely cross that 
off our list. Finance? Interest rates have now 
been substantially lowered. That should have 
been done years ago and perhaps they should be 
lower still. But the difference of one or two per 
cent in the cost of borrowing will neither make 
nor break western agriculture. Aside from that 
I fail to see how financial interests can either 
help or hinder agriculture to any substantial ex- 
tent. Of course, I am not attempting to answer 
the arguments of those who see economic salva- 
tion in issuing unlimited currency, and who 
blame “finance” for the legal obstacle to such a 
policy. I am here confining myself to realities 
as we actually face them and am not discussing 
new political theories. Some of these may well 
be excellent, as far as I know, but I am looking 
for immediate results and am not interested in 
revolutionary remedies which may take a gen- 
eration to put over, 

We have heard quite a lot about the railway 
“octopus.” Canada can boast of the lowest freight 
rate basis of any white country in the world. 
Only India, China and Japan, with their trifling 
labor cost, enjoy rates only a little below Cana- 
dian rates. The average ton-mile receipts of 
Canadian railways in cents is 0.969. United 
States rates are a shade higher. The following 
are the basis of other countries: Australian, 
2.733; Great Britain, 3.058; France, 4.010; Sweden, 
4.057, and Denmark, 6.456. The European rate 
basis is from three to over six and a half times 
as high as it is in Canada. The wages of rail- 
way labor, which represents 64 per cent of the 
direct operating cost; have been forced upwards 
since 1901 to the tune of 200 per cent, while farm 
product prices increased only slightly if at all. 
What with high wages and low rates, the Cana- 
dian National is hopelessly bankrupt and the 
Canadian Pacific ceased paying dividends to its 
shareholders years ago. The railways certainly 
are not “profiteering.” They are more likely 
headed for the ashcan under the present set-up 
unless they get a substantial increase in freight 
rates, which the farmer will pay the lion’s share 
of. That seems to be the way things are drift- 
ing now. . 

That, I think, exhausts the list of the so-called 
“interests.” Agriculture will never have a fair 
dea! until all prices move up and down in reason- 
able unison with world agricultural prices. That 
would, aside from crop failure, give agriculture 
a steady and uniform purchasing power. That 
ideal formula could, of course, only be approxi- 
mately effective in our complex economy. But 
it is now being fiercely resisted to the point even, 
of external warfare through striking and vio- 
lence, by the determination of organized labor 
to maintain a ridiculously high wage level in 
comparison with agricultural prices which pre- 
vents any reduction in industrial prices. Here 
is where the “shoe pinches.” 
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The grave injuries our thoughtless urban 
groups inflict on agriculture are, of course, en- 
tirely unintentional. Few of them even realize 
it, They are merely the fruits of ignorance and 
the absence of reasonable, economic control. 
Humanity, being what it is, the only safeguard 
the farmer can provide is to watch his own in- 
terests as carefully and efficiently as he can and 
vigorously oppose anything detrimental to thera. 
He must organize as effectively as other groups 
and practise eternal vigilance. No one hates him 
or conspires against him. The mere suggestion is 
ridiculous. He is merely the victim of ignorant 
selfishness on the pert of others and of his own 
notorious failure to resist this destructive econ- 
omic drift through a united and powerful! front. 

The fight which faces agriculture is the tradi- 
tional conflict between urban and rural interests. 
It has nothing whatever to do with political par- 
ties as such. No political party can scuttle the 
support of either labor or agriculture and live. 
It is a purely economic problem. If existing 
agricultural bodies: The United Farmers, the 
Wheat Pools, the Live Stock, Dairy and Poultry 
organizations and others, would, under the aus- 
pices of the Canadian Chamber of Agriculture, 
undertake an intelligent and impartial study of 
the economic situation, and at the outset cast 
overboard all trivial and unimportant complaints 
and all preconceived ideas about revolutionizing 
society through socialism, communism, social 
credit or any other grandiose and long-range 
political scheme, they would speedily arrive at

When Pilsen and Budweis were 
part of Czecho-Slovakia, the Sudeten Germans 
got their beer free of taxation. Since the 
Sudeten became part of the Greater Reich, the 
Sudeten Germans have to pay duty on the im- 
portéd Pilsener and Budweiser beers. Due to 
the loss of the Sudeten to Germany the beer 
exports of Czecho-Slovakia rose from 2,680,000 
gallons in 1937 to 3,340,000 gallons in 1938.

A little reference in this column a few weeks 
ago to sea-life in the clipper days as a revelation 
in human nature, brought a letter from Col. 
“Jim” Cornwall. Long before he navigated the 
great northern waterways, Col. Cornwall spent a 
few boyhood years at sea. He recalls the time 

hauling on ropes, 
and near pulling his arms 
from their sockets, he 
heard the seadogs, cold and 
soggy with sea water, chanting in time to the 
tune of “Away to Rio” and “Blow the Man 
Down.” 

The coming of steam and internal combustion 
engines have ended these old songs of the sea. 
How ancient they are no man knows. The writer 
of “The Complaynt of Scotland” published in 
1549, describing a ship getting under way, says, 
“As one cry’d, all the rest cry'd in the same 
time, as if it had been an echo.” 

“Whiskey Johnny” is traced back to the days 
of the Armada, with “malmsey” in the place of 
whiskey. “Haul on the Bowline,” according to 
John Masefield, “was certainly in use in the time 
of Henry VIII.” The bowline then was not the 
unimportant rope of today, used to steady the 
leach of a sail when sailing on the wind. In the 
carracks of Elizabethan days* it was what a 
modern sailor would call the fore-sheet. “Haul 
on the Bowline” in the days of square-rigged 
ships was sung for sheeting home the fore and 
main courses (hauling taut the ropes that hold 
the large lower square sails on the fore and main 
masts). 


THE OLD SONGS 
OF THE SEA 
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Just as waltzes are written in three-four time 
and other compositions in four-four and six- 
eight time, so the sea chanteys had “times” of 
their own. They were three in number, accented 
for a single pull, a double pull and for marching 
round the capstan. They had queer interjections 

like “Way-ho” “He-ho,” and 
WITH A PULL accented words or syllables to 
ALL TOGETHER mark the moment when all 

must pull their hearts out to- 
gether. Many of the chanteys have several ver- 
sions or sets of verses. Principally they tell of 
the love affairs of sailors—versions of different 
degrees of respectability. Ribald and coarse in 
their humor many of them are, but never any 
suggestiveness or double entendre in them. Often 
they poke fun at some stingy skipper, or razz a 
shipmate like “Reuben Ranzo.” One of the 
short-haul chanteys, “Paddy Doyle,” takes re- 
venge On a well-known Liverpool boarding- 
house keeper and crimp. 

Paddy kept a cow’s horn in his backyard and 
used to march green hands round it, so as to be 
able to swear his solemn oath to any doubting 
skipper that every man had “been three times 
round the Horn.” The first couplet ended “We'll 
pay Paddy Doyle for his Boots,” the haul taking 
place at the word “boots.” The last stanza—and 
how they sweated up the halliards on that—said 
“We'll all throw dirt at the Cook.” 
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A sincere, if unintended compliment to Eng- 
lish playgoers is paid by Louise Browne, Amer- 
ican-born actress who recently sought British 
nationality. Though not yet 
old, Miss Browne, who has 
been playing in London for 
the past ten years, says she 
prefers to play on the English stage where age 
means nothing, than fight for a living in New 
York or Hollywood where youth commands a 
premium. 

“British audiences are loyal,” she says. “They 
come again and again to see their favorites and 
won't let them go unti] they are on crutches.”

Oppose “Joker Clauses” 
In New Dental Act! 


Editor, Bulletin: No doubt, a num- 
ber of people have some idea as to 
just what the bone of contention is, 
with regard to the dentists and 
dental mechanics in Alberta. But, 
may J, as one directly involved, give 
you herewith some facts to date? 

To begin with, in 1932, the Dental 
Association asked for, and was 
given, an injunction against the late 
Mr. W. Lees and myself, and the 
costs of $1,227.00 for court litigation 
were charged to us, and we were 
closed down. This caused the peti- 
tion by the public which thousands 
of you signed and caused Mr. Hoad- 
ley, the minister of health under the 
U-F.A. regime, to amend the Health 
Act (which governs the Dental Act.) 

This gave the mechanics, like 
myself and Mr. Lees, permission, 
under the dentists, to continue mak- 
ing plates at $35.00 per pair for the 
public, but only under the super- 
vision of the dentists and the prov- 
incial board of health. We have been 
working under this system since 
1933, with full knowledge of both 
the Dental Association and Alberta 
Government health department. 

Just recently, a Mechanics’ Bill 
was turned down in the house. Now 
the dentists propose introducing a 
new Dental Act. The reason is that 
the old act is entirely inoperative. 
The new act, according to Dr. 
Rooney, gives the Dental Associa- 
tion the following: 

1. Control over all dentists and 
dentistry; 

2. Control over mechanics and 
laboratories; 

3. It follows conclusively that they 
will have control over all prices. 

Is this a 14K monopoly or a com- 
bine? 

The old Dental Act was a brute of 
an act. Wait till the new one is pre- 
sented! To me, it is specifically 
aimed at independent laboratory 
men; so that no longer will you be 
able to get $35.00 teeth. You will 
have to go to the dentist to get teeth 
or plates and at their price. This is 
obvious, because I am now working 
under the supervision of both the 
Dental Association and the govern- 
ment. If this is so, why the new act? 
and aimed to control all laboratory 
men, when we are already under 
two boards of control. 

The new act will have many 
“jokers” in it. That is why the 
mechanics cannot get a look at it. 
The price of $35.00 teeth “for as low 
as $35.00" is one. The proverbial 
“sprat to catch the mackerel.’ An- 
other one is the paying of the Lab- 
oratory men “$5.00” per plate by 
dentists, instead of $4.00 per plate 
which is the price today. How kind 
they are! And will you believe it, 
the mechanics can't see through this 
joker. Then why the mechanics 
clause, part IT, of the new act, if it 
is not to control all the laboratory 
men, and go after independent lab- 
oratories and laboratory men? 

It was established that the labor- 
atory men who work for dentists 
and depénd on al! of their work 
from dentists, must obey and sign 
statements of the Dental Association 
or get no more work. That was 
proven when Mr. Hoadley tabled 
the 1933 amendment on February 
13, 1932. The Dental Association sub- 
mitted a signed statement that the 
mechanics were satisfied with the 
present conditions and did not want 
any amendment to the act. But Mr 
Hoadley saw through that JOKER 
and REJECTED the signed state. 
ment 

At a meeting last month, at which 
18 or 20 of the dental laboratory 
men were present, I personally 
asked Dr. Rooney: “What considera- 
tion will IT get if I come into line?” 
He renlied: “None” And upon ask- 
ing “Why,” Dr. Rooney replied 
“You seem to think you have the 
God-given right to continue doin« 
what you are doing in spite of a!' 
we are doing to stop you.” I am 
guilty of making « set of teeth for 
the public, who sorely need them 
for $35.00. under the supervision of 
both the Denta! Association and the 
government 1! heve been a “bad 
actor” since 1923, because I have 
always fought, along with the late 
Mr. Lees, for a break for the under- 
privileged people and times have

not improved since 1923—and every- 
one knows it.

On This Date

Ninety years ago (on March 22, 
1849) William Lyon Mackenzie, 
who had been pardoned and had 
come back to Canada from New 
York, caused a riot in Toronto, 
from which he had been absent 
from that December night in 1837 
when he fled with a price on his 
head. 

As a matter of fact Mackenzie 
was in Toronto for three days be- 
fore his presence was known. He 
wisely kept himself secluded, be- 
cause he had already had an il- 
lustration of the hostility egainst 
him among the Tories while on his 
journey from Montreal to Toronto 
by coach, hiding in the vehicle 
while at Kingston a party of 
“loyalists” burned him in effigy. 

It was never known who “tipped 
off” the news that the “little rebel” 
was back in Toronto, but who ever 
did started something. Within a 
few hours a mob gathered at the 
“old rebel headquarters.” You 
could have your choice as to its 
composition: The Patriot (Tory) 
dignified the crowd as “a band of 
loyal citizens, determined to save 
Toronto from shame,” while The 
Examiner (Reform) dubbed them 
“an assembly of unshaven, dirty- 
looking, half intoxicated men and 
ragged boys.” 

Torches were lit, stones and 
rotten vegetables were procured 
and amid cries of “Drive Macken- 
zie out of town.” the mob pro- 
ceeded to the residence of John 
McIntosh, M.P.P., where Mackenzie 
was staying with the brother-in- 
law. The windows of the house 
were broken and attempts made to 
set it afire, but Mackenzie and the 
family had fled to safety and the 
mob raged for hours in vain. 

For two succeeding nights the 
riots continued; the police under 
the “Tory city council’ were 
charged with laxity. Eventually 
when the houses of George Brown 
of the Globe and other Reformers 
had been attacked, the mayor called 
out special constables and the fol- 
diers of the garrison, and order 
was restored, 

Mackenzie left secretly for New 
York and did not return until May 
1, 1850, by which time passion had 
died down and he was permitted 
to live in peace.

High blood pressure is a chronic 
| disorder in the sense that it lasts 
| over a considerable period of time, 
if untreated. However, it has been 
my experience that if the patient 
is seen scon enough, it is usually 
possible to bring the pressure back | 
| down to normal through using the 
fest. 

As a matter of fact, I find it easier 
to reduce the pressure which is 
too high than to raise the pressure 
which is too low. 

In the majority of cases the pres- 
sure which is abormally high will 
respond in a very gratifying man- 
ner to the fasting method, although 
| it is necessary that the patient fol- 
low the fasting directions exactly 
las given if he expects to reap the 
benefits which thousands have re- 
ceived. 

While the fast will rapidly lower 
the pressure which is too high, it | 
is important that the fasting period 
be followed by a careful diet. The 
patient is allowed e@ moderate 
amount of meat, an abundance of 
cooked and raw non-starchy vege- | 
tables, and one or two eggs daily. 
He is advised to cut down on | 
starch, sugar and salt. 

After the pressure comes 
to a figure commensurate 
safety, moderate exercise is 
ful but as long as it is high, 
cise is best avoided. 

I find it necessary to caution the 
patient against any factor which 
induces strain or fension, The 
working period should be broken | 

with periods of relaxation. 
Meals should be eaten slowly and 
in peaceful surroundings. Hurried | 
eating, with its accompanying ten- | 
sion, is undesirable.

Well versed in all the little in- 
tricacies of Court and accustomed | 
to dealing with those unforeseen in- 
eidents that occasionally impede 
the smooth running of royal public 
appearances, these two members of 
the court circle will be a great help 
to any nervous escorting Canadian 
or his curtsey-shy wife. 

Lady Nunburnholme, tall, state- 
ly, lovely to look at, has fair Eng- 
lish coloring and large grey cyes. 
She is 35, and as the youngest 
daughter of the Marquis of Bath, 
was Lady Mary Thynne before her 
marriage in 1927. Popular with the 
Royal family, she was one of the" 
large retinue of bridesmaids at the 
Queen's wedding in Westminster 
Abbey and also an attendant when 
Princess Mary, now the Princess 
Royal, married Viscount Lascelles. 

She has great poise of manner, 
is an excellent conversationalist, 
and among the best dressed women 
in London. 

When not on duty at Bucking- 
ham Palace Lady Nunburnholme 
is busy with a variety of interests.

Legislature Discusses Re- 
solution On Farm 
Implements 


Declaring that thousands of 
farmers are faced with bank- 
ruptcy, through circumstances 
beyond their control, Rev. J. A. | 
Wingblade, S.C., Wetaskiwin, in 
the legislature on Tuesday 
moved a resolution advocating 
the government “investigating 
the extent to which prices of 
farm implements and repairs are 
excessive and wunequitable and 
taking such steps as it deems ad- 
visable to remedy this situation.” 
Debate is unfinished, adjourn- 
ment of discussion being moved 
by I. M. McCune, 8.C., Gleichen. | 
Mr. Wingblade declared he was 
moving the motion on behalf of 
farmer members of the house. 

He pointed out that agriculture | 
“js the greatest and most important 
industry in this province and the 
majority of the people are engag- 
ed therein.” 

It was contended by Mr. Wing~-| 
blade that “the high cost of farm 
implements and repairs enhance 
the cost of production and is one 
of the main factors resulting in the/ 


present financial difficulties con-| 
fronting those engaged in farm- | 
ing.” 


ESTIMATES DEBT 

Mr. Wingblade declared that the 
estimated debt of the Alberta farm- 
ers in 1931, according to estimates 
was $317,800,000 of which mortgages 
made up $162,000,000; agreements 
for sale $90,000,000; implements 
$21,000,000; bank debts $16,500,000; 
store debts $10,000,000 and miscel- 
laneous $18,300,000. 

He declared that “It is important 
to note, however, that the estimate 
as at the end of 1936 of the total 
indeptedness of agricultural Alberta 
furnished by the Alberta Debt Ad- 
justment board. This board while 
agreeing that it is impossible to} 
obtain accurate and definite figures 
covering the total indebtedness of 
agricultural Alberta estimates con- 
servatively that the amount would) 
be approximately $395,000,000. Mr 
Wingblade dealt in some detail with 
the trend of farm implement prices. 
He took 10 farm implements, such as | 
gang plow, harrow, disc harrow,/| 
cultivator; 20 run D.D. drill; 24 run} 
D.D. drill; mower; eight foot binder; | 
wagon complete and rake and de- 
clared that in 1914 these 10 collec-| 
tively cost $969. In 1921 this total 
cost had increased to $1,984; in 1930 
to $1,686.50; in 1932 to $1,665 and in| 
1936 to $1,667.50.

NECESSITY FOR 
PUBLIC MARKETS 


Declaring that the government 
was spending money improving the 
livestock industry and that it real- 
ized there was a need of public 
markets for the benefit of the live- 
stock producers as a whole, Hon. D. 
B. Mullen, minister of agriculture, | 
in the legislature on Tuesday, intro- 
duced a bill for the Establishment 
and Operation of Public Livestock 
Markets. 

First reading was given the meas- 
ure.
